New York.—James A. Patten, th* 


former wheat operator of Chicago, who

told a thrilling story of his escape 
from Germany after war had been de- 
clared. With Mrs. Patten he left Carls- 
bad on August 2 and traveled via 
Herbesthal and Liege, where they ar* 


I rived just as hostilities had begun. 


i 
"We left Carlsbad for Nuremburg by 


train, as the authorities took my auto- 
mobile," said Mr. Patten. "We did not 
know the war had broken out then, as 
no news of the situation was given 
out in Carlsbad. 


I 
"Trouble began as soon as we struck 


1 the 
German border. 
We reached 


Nnremburg at 9 p. m. and were 
promptly turned out of the train and 
arrested as spies. My wife and I were 


| taken to the police station and cross- 


examined. I showed what credentials 
I had, but it was not until the Ameri- 
can consul there showed up that we 
were released, two hours later. A 
great crowd which had gathered out- 
side, expecting possibly to see us ex- 
ecuted, hooted us as we left the sta- 
tion. 


"We were able to get a train to 


Cologne, however. Into which city thou- 
sands of troops were pouring when we 
arrived. We got a train supposedly 
for Ostend, but we were stopped at 
Herbesthal on the Belgian border. We 
had to get out of the train at 10 p. 
m. It was raining and we had nothing 
to eat and no place to go. 


"There was no chance to get another 


train, but about one o'clock the next 
morning I managed to get hold of a 
one-horse cart driven by a peasant 
who said he would take us to Vervlers, 
where he thought we could get a train 
for Liege. He gave us some crusts of 
bread which was the first we had to 
eat for 18 hours. 


On the road we passed the most pit- 


iful procession of German refugees 
fleeing from Belgium. Some were in 
vehicles, but the majority were trudg- 
ing in the dust, pushing or pulling 
their baggage in carts. Women with 
babies at the breast were walking in 
the noonday sun. 


"From Vervlers we proceeded by 


another cart toward Liege. 
We had 


not progressed three miles when wa 
came upon a party of Belgian engineers 
mining the road. 
They had great 


piles of dynamite stacked there ready 
to plant In the ditches they were dig- 
ging across the roadway. 


"They advised us to go to Liege by 


another road; we hastened to do so. 


"Two hours later another party of 


Americans were halted at that very 
spot by a skirmish between the Bel- 
gians and Uhlans. They were forced 
to lie in a ditch while the Belgians 
fired over them. Next day 3,000 Ger- 
mans were killed by the same mine* 
we had seen the engineers planting. 


"Soon after we got a train for Os- 


tend. We did not see any of the fight- 
ing at Liege, but could hear the fir- 
ing."

trotter despite his 78 years, a former 
resident of Asbury Park, has just re- 
turned from Germany and gives an 
interesting account of the conditions 
as they exist on the other side. Per- 
sonally the captain is disgusted with 
the news of the war given in this 
country as sent 
from London and 


Paris. 


"The interior of Germany Is in a 


peaceful state of mind with every one 
enthusiastic over 
the 
thoughts of 


going to war. Many of the factories 
are closed as thousands of the em- 
ployes are now in the army .although 
those manufacturing ammunition, pro- 
jectiles and uniforms are 
working 


day and night and the supply Is said 
to be in an exceptionally good con- 
dition. 
Food supplies are 
also in 


abundance, crops have never 
been 


better and were harvested chiefly by 
the women and children of the cities. 


"The German army of over 4,CWO,000 


men commenced mobilization on Aug. 
1st and 
were stationed along 
the 


French border at this time 
France 


and Russia had already invaded Ger- 
many, the French at Muelhausen in 
Lottingen, and there was nothing for 
Germany to do but defend its country. 


"Nothing more than Bnglands' jeal- 


ousy 
toward the 
prosperity 
and 


growth that Germany was enjoying is 
the reason given by the captain lor 
the war. Later England 
implored 


Russia, France and Belgium to join 
her. Japan, never having settled her 
score with Germany during the Rus- 
sian war, was very glad of an oppor- 
tunity to go back at them, being set 
on by England. England and Japan 
had an alliance to go to China and 
take the German 
territory, 
Kiawa- 


Chau in China. 


"Germany is going to 
win 
the 


great battle; Germany must win," 
says the captain, "and a day of reck- 
oning will come which is not far dis- 
tant when the bill must be presepted 
to France and England and the world

"Yesterday two Belgian journalists 


,and myself went to Namur and 
JDlnant, a Journey of about eighty 
Indies, hoping to discover the where-, 
lebonta of friend*. I kept a record, 
and found we were stopped f t time*. 
In reaching Namur on our way 


(back, despite our official papers, we 
'were arested a* spies and dragged 
off by a band of ferocious soldiers to 
'the military headquarters, followed by 
4k savage mob anxious to lynch us. 
"We were kept there tor come time 
before being released. 


"When we got to the office of the 


commandant, we found the London 
Times man already there, a prisoner. 


"The most dangerous part of the 


game Is-that-the average peasant 
armed with a rusty blunderbuss, prho 
harries one along the roads in the 
country, cannot even read and official 
papers mean nothing to him. 
For 


them everybody not wearing the Bel- 
glum uniform is a German spy. 


"Some Belgian officers are little 


better than these Ignorant peasants. 
Let me give you an example. Yester- 
day on leaving Namur on our way to 
Brussels three officers, members of 
the flying corps, asked for a lift as 
far as the aerodrome. 
Anxious to 


oblige, I consen'ei, and drove them 
irlght Inside the ground where the 
aeroplanes are kept Once there, they 
rewarded our kindness by denouncing 
us as spies and ordering our arrest 
by soldiers.

Chleagoan and HI* 
Wife Suffered 


Hardships In Their Thrilling Flight 


From Carlabad Through 


Belgium. 


New York.—Jame* A. Patten, th* 


former wheat operator of Chicago, who 
was one of the American refugees re- 
turning by the Red Star liner Finland, 
told a thrilling story of his escape 
from Germany after war had been de- 
clared. With Mrs. Patten he left Carls- 
bad on August 2 and traveled via 
Herbesthal and Liege, where they ar- 
rived just as hostilities had begun. 


"We left Carlsbad for Nuremburg by 


train, as the authorities took my auto- 
mobile," said Mr. Patten. "We did not 
know the war had broken out then, as 
no news of the situation was given 
out In Carlsbad. 


"Trouble began as soon as we struck 


the German border. 
We reached 


Nnremburg at 9 p. m. and were 
promptly turned out of the train and 
arrested as spies. My wife and I were 
taken to the police station and cross- 
examined. I showed what credentials 
I had, but it was not until the Ameri- 
can consul there showed up that we 
were released, two hours later. A 
great crowd which had gathered out- 
side, expecting possibly to see us ex- 
ecuted, hooted us as we left the sta- 
tion. 


"We were able to get a train to 


Cologne, however, Into which city thou- 
sands of troops were pouring when we 
arrived. We got a train supposedly 
for Ostend, but we were stopped at 
Herbesthal on the Belgian border. We 
had to get out of the train at 10 p. 
m. It was raining and we had nothing 
to eat and no place to go. 


"There was no chance to get another 


train, but about one o'clock the next 
morning I managed to get hold of a 
one-horse cart driven by a peasant 
who said he would take us to Vervlers. 
where he thought we could get a train 
for Liege. He gave us some crusts of 
bread which was the first we had to 
eat for 18 hours. 


On the road we passed the most pit- 


iful procession of German refugees 
fleeing from Belgium. Some were in 
vehicles, but the majority were trudg- 
ing in the dust, pushing or pulling 
their baggage In carts. Women with 
babies at the breast were walking in 
the noonday sun. 


"From Vervlers we proceeded by 


another cart toward Liege. 
We had 


not progressed three miles when we 
came upon a party of Belgian engineers 
mining the road. 
They had great 


piles of dynamite stacked there ready 
to plant In the ditches they were dig- 
ging across the roadway. 


"They advised us to go to Liege by 


another road; we hastened to do so. 


"Two 
hours later another party of 


Americans were halted at that very 
spot by a skirmish between the Bel- 
gians and Uhlans. They were forced 
to lie in a ditch while the Belgian* 
fired over them. Next day 3,000 Ger- 
mans were killed by the same mine* 
we had seen the engineers planting. 


"Soon after we got a train for Os- 


tend. We did not see any of the fight- 
ing at Liege, but could hear the fir- 
ing."

The building will be three stories 


in heightli with main entrance facing 
the east on Peninsula Drive, and the 
west front facing the Halifax river 
The basement walls are of concrete, 
and all exterior walls above grade of 
hollow tile, reinforced where sub 
jected to heavy loads. The interior 
will be of steel and wood construc- 
tion, executed In a manner to make 
the danger from fire as Httle as pos- 
sible. All exterior walls will be cov- 
ered with a heavy waterproofing and 
then plastered three good coats, the 
last to be "stonecoat" finish of light 
texture and color. 
The cornice will 


be of wood construction with a pro- 
jection of five feet and paneled soffits 
of wood and plaster under same.
